Recruiting for the Boer Red Crosx
service goes on daily in New York.
Gustav  Simon, who is directing  the
movement and whose headquarters are
a cigar stand, said that when he adver-
tised for nurses a week ago to enter
the Boer service he received ahout 300
applications in one day, and that ap-
pﬂcﬂlium‘ were coming in on an average
of 50 a day. About 1,000 men and wo-
men, the majority men, had gone from
New York recently to South Africa
Simon said that he had now about oo
applications on hand. He remarked
that he did not wish to violate the neu-
trality laws and he did notr desire to
say anything about the possibilitv of the
Red Etms recrivits jomine the Boer
military service. as he had nothing to
do with that.

Chlcago Canal Open.

Tuesday morning the last 15 feet oi
earth separating the collateral drainage
canal of Chicago from the main canal
that empties into the Desplaines river
and through it into the Illinois and
Mississippi rivers, were knocked away
and the immense system was put into
operation.  Thus has been laid the loun-
dation of a mammoth ship canal con-
necting the Great Lakes with the Miss-
issippi river and the Guli, and saving
the sanitary district of Chicago and the
Federal government the great expense
that wourd in the future be necessary in
rock excavation and blasting under the
flowing water. The canal, il confined 1o
the single requirement ol disposing ol
Chicago's sewage, could have been con-
stritcted for from $12.000000, tn $14.-
000,000, s the sanitary district can just-
Iy claim to have expended at least $20,-
000,000 in the direction of the great nay-
igable waterway, the ontire cost of the
work thes far having been $33 000,000,

WIL OBSERVE NEUTRALITY LS,

HIBERNIANS LOYAL.

They Desire fo Asslal the Boers—All They
Ask Is Thal Uncle Sam Side
Wilh the Boers.

The National officers of the Ancient
Ovrder of Hibernians met in VachinT
ton, 1. €, Sunday, and fgsued the fol-
lowing statement:

“The National officers met to discuas
a demand on the part of a large ma-
jority of the renresentatives of our 150,
oo members that the order render some
assistance to the Boers in the Transvanl.
1t was agreed to render any assistance
compatible with our loyalty as Ameri-
can citizens and which would not inter-
fere with the neutralitv laws of the
United States, We are impressed with
the splendid precedent shown by the Re-
public in going to war with Spain to
free Cuba from the oppression of that
country.  We believe that American
sympathy is with the Boers, and that
we are acting accord with the ;-rin-
ciples which vnrged the United States to
carry the flag in a stroguele for the liber-
ation of the gallant Cuban.  Our peo-
e would flock 1o the armies of Amer-
wen i the government mnrched to s
stetance of the Sonth Alfricans, [t is un-
necessary for the Hibernians to pro
elaim their loyalty to the United States,
but it becomes thein to state that noe act
of theirs will be contrary to the Jaws,
Knowing the charactér of the British
government, its cruelty, it ambition, we
are desirons to assist the citicens of a
dater republic in their strugple 1o de-
feat English aggression.  What kind of
wid will be given we can not state at the
present time, but it certainly will be of
a practical nature and aceeptable to the
Roer governmem

“Were this nation the amtagonist of
England, we could from our ranks send
15 to 20 regiments of the best fighting
materinl the world ever saw In fact,
in any just canse in which the United
State may see fit to draw the sword, the
society wotld rergotd as it did in the
former wars,  The ITrish regiments of
inais, Michigan, Massachusetts and
New York were largely reeruited from
ounr ranks, and in some of the regiments
of United States regulars recently sent
to the front are divigions of the A, O
H., duly afliliated with the parent order
in this country. The order at large are
hopeful that the government will yet
rise to the wishes and hopes of the
Trish-Americans and extend to the brave
Boer the sympathy France gave to the
country in 76"

Frinca Makes a Bluft

e Freneh government has eabled
the commandent of the naval squadron
in the Atlantie to proceed immedintely
to Santo Domingo.  This order grows
out of the feeling in Santo Domingo
against the action of the French consul
in pressing  the  Boismare-Caceavelli,
cluim of 280,000 francs.  In accordance
with the treaty concluded in 180§, be
tween  President  Heureanx and  the
French minister to Hayti, the govern-
ment of Samo Domingo agreed 1o turn
over (o the French consul a monthly
indemnity in reparation for services rens
dered and damages sustained by fam-
ilies of French citizens who had been
assassinated,  In defanlt of payment the
treaty \.tipuinlcd that action might be
taken against the improvement company
having the concession to collect the rev-
enues of the island, ESince the nssassi-
nation of President Heureaux the in-
demnity hax been withheld, but, on ae-
count of the disturbances following his
death, France made no immediate de-
mand for payment. As more than six
months have passed without action and
Santo Domingo showing bad faith in
the execution of the obligations, the
French consal received an  order to
place an embargo on the revennes of the
improvement company,  The execution
of the order ||rn\'n',¢rr1 disturbances,
which the government of Santo Domin-
go has not attempted to suppress, and
seriotts  insults have been offered to
France and the consulate.”

It is raisine the price to the great
injury of legitimate consumen i '{i is
desirable to get the south hemp ports
apen a8 coon as practicable.”

This instruction is die to the pro-
tests made by ~rominent cortgage man-
wincturers and by farmers, calling atlen-
tion to the fact that the apening of ports
in northern Luzon to-day would afford
no reliel 1o the hemp situation and éarn-
estly requestine that southern ports be
garrisoned and onened to the trade.

In a letter written by Mr. Meikleiohn,
assistant secretary of war, the writer
saidl that if the hemp now at the several
ports of the Philippines were exported,
it would be immedintely dispatched to
this country by steamships at low rates
ol freight and be manufactured into
